“  FIRE  MARSHAL  ACT.” 


December  22nd,  1931. 


HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  make  regulations 
as  follows,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  sections 
24  and  3G  of  the  “  Fire  Marshal  Act  ” 


Regulations  governing  the  Installation  of 
Fire-alarm  Systems  in  Hotels,  Stores, 
Schools,  and  Hospitals,  pursuant  to  the 
“  Fire  Marshal  Act.” 

Every  owner  or  occupier  of  a  hotel,  store,  school, 
or  hospital  which  is  required  under  Part  II.  of  the 
“  Fire  Marshal  Act  ”  to  have  a  fire-escape  shall 
provide  therein  a  fire-alarm  system  in  accordance 
with  the  following  provisions  : — 

(1.)  Fire-alarm  Systems. — In  hotels,  stores,  and 
schools  the  fire-alarm  system  shall  consist  of  vibrat¬ 
ing  electric  alarm-gongs  of  ten  inches  in  diameter, 
bayonet-type  break-glass  switches,  and  a  bank  of 
dry  cells  sufficient  to  deliver  not  less  than  twelve 
volts  of  electricity  to  the  alarm-gong  circuits.  In 
hospitals  the  fire-alarm  system  shall  consist  of 
indicating  devices,  visual  alarm-lights,  buzzers, 
bayonet-type  break-glass  switches,  relay  apparatus, 
and  a  bank  of  dry  cells  sufficient  to  deliver  not 
less  than  twelve  volts  of  electricity  to  the  alarm 
circuits;  and  shall  provide  relay  apparatus  to 
control  visual  alarm-lights  and  remote-control 
vibrating  electric  alarm-gongs  of  ten  inches  in 
diameter  located  in  the  nurses’  home  or  quarters, 
staff  quarters,  engineer’s  office,  and  in  such  other 
places  as  are  considered  advisable  by  the  Fire 
Marshal. 
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(2.)  Wiring.-  All  wiring  for  fire-alarm  systems 
shall  he  in  rigid  metal  conduit  in  accordance  with 
the  standard  prescribed  for  such  conduit  in  the 
Canadian  Electrical  Code,  as  adopted  (subject  to 
exceptions  and  variations)  in  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia  by  Order  in  Council  No.  272, 
approved  on  the  12th  day  of  March,  15)30. 

(3.)  Approval  of  Installation.  Before  commenc¬ 
ing  the  installation  of  any  fire-alarm  system, 
specifications  thereof,  accompanied  by  plans  show¬ 
ing  the  proposed  location  of  all  apparatus,  shall  be 
submitted  to,  and  a  permit,  therefor  obtained  : — 

(a.)  In  a  municipality,  from  the  Electrical  In¬ 
spector  appointed  by  the  Council  or  Board 
of  Commissioners  of  the  Municipality;  or, 
in  the  absence  of  an  Electrical  Inspector, 
from  the  Eire  Marshal  or  the  Inspector  of 
Electrical  Energy  for  the  Province: 

( h. )  In  unorganized  territory,  from  the  Fire 
Marshal  or  the  Inspector  of  Electrical 
Energy  for  the  Province. 

The  officer  to  whom  the  specifications  and  plans 
are  submitted  shall,  if  he  approves  of  them,  issue  a 
permit  for  the  installation  to  the  person  submitting 
them;  and  upon  completion  of  the  installation, 
and  after  testing  it  thoroughly  and  finding  that  it 
is  in  compliance  with  these  regulations,  the  officer 
may  give  to  the  owner  or  occupier  a  certificate  of 
approval  thereof. 

(4.)  Application  of  Regulations. — These  regula¬ 
tions  shall  apply  in  respect  of  fire-alarm  systems 
now  existing  as  well  as  to  those  hereafter  installed  ; 
but  any  fire-alarm  system  now  existing  in  any 
hotel,  store,  school,  or  hospital  which  is  found  by 
the  Fire  Marshal  to  be  reasonably  satisfactory  may, 
on  the  obtaining  of  a  permit  in  writing  therefor 
signed  by  him,  be  maintained  in  lieu  of  full  com¬ 
pliance  with  these  regulations,  until  such  time  as 
the  Fire  Marshal  orders  the  installation  therein 
of  a  fire-alarm  system  in  full  compliance  with  these 
regulations.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
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and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the 
applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  the  Brit¬ 
ish  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week.  • 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Hill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  pub¬ 
lished  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in 
every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no 
newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper 
published  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto.
